Dear Kirby: 

Last year the Department of Social Welfare called together a small group of 
Disciples leaders - theologians, sociologists, ministers, laymen, church ad¬ 
ministrators - for a four day conversation on the relation between theology 
and social ethics. 


We had agreed earlier that we wanted to "begin" a "process of leisurely 
small group conversations across the years to explore the meaning of theo¬ 
logy of social ethics andsocial action." The twenty or so men and women 
who met at Crystal Lake near Frankfort, Michigan had a fascinating time to¬ 
gether and began to know one another's thinking well enough that real under¬ 
standing was taking place toward the end of our "conversations." It was 
agreed by the group meeting at Crystal Lake that the process was sufficiently 
fruitful that we should continue it over a number of years time in the hope 
that as we continued our conversations, there would develop among us a "grow¬ 
ing body of common understandings" that might (l) serve to guide the depart¬ 
ment in its thinking and ( 2 ) through the persons attending, to some small 
extent might influence the thinking of the brotherhood. 


It was also suggested by several of the group that we should expand our pro¬ 
cedure by inaugurating another group or two this year to run concurrently 
with the one already established. This we have decided to do and I would 
like to offer you an invitation to join it or them when we meet in August 
( 26 - 30 ) at Crystal Lake, Michigan. 


Our department is prepared to accept the costs of the participants while 
they are in camp and will pay two cents a mile coming and going for the tra¬ 
vel costs of those who attended. If the idea appeals to you and you think you 
see your way clear to join with us, please fill in the enclosed card as soon 
as possible so that we may complete housing arrangements, etc. More infor¬ 
mation about the camp, the procedure, etc., will be sent to you soon if you 
find it possible to be with us.

Dear Kirby, Jack, and Bernard: 

Due to the loss of a case in the courts in which Trans American sought 
the right to be recognized for permanent operations, the Airline will 
go out of business sometime in June. Vie have already made arrangements 
for your tickets Eastbound but will have to put you on some other line 
for the Westbound. Since this is a combination of two one-way fares, 
rather than a roundtrip, and since the other airlines all charge higher 
rates, this will result in some adjustment of the fares. We will let 
you Icnow later what it is, but I wanted you to know now what the situation 
is. It is a shame about Trans American as they have rendered excellent 
service and they have made themselves a profit while saving the American 
travelling public literally billions of dollars over the ten years 
approximately in which they have operated. It was because of their lower 
prices that the other airlines have fought them and have been able to 
influence the Civil Aeronautics Board against granting them a permanent 
operations license.

Dear Miss Gillett: 

Thank you for your letter of May 15. We would be happy to have your applica¬ 
tion for the tour, but of course we understand your problem of financing. 
Unfortunately the only local arrangements about which we know are the Bank 
of America arrangements in connection with SAS. 

For those who are for any reason unwilling or unable to work out satisfactory 
arrangements with local banks, SAS has what is called a National Plan. It 
is this which is described in the enclosed tissue bulletin. The $30 a month 
was an approximation of the amount of the principal, to which must be added 
interest according to the terms of the bulletin. We do not control this 
plan but only give you the information about it, so we are in no position to 
influence the outcome of the arrangements. It is up to the discretion of the 
bank which is handling the National Plan as to how much time they want to give 
you. The maximum is 24 months, but if for any reason they felt that this 
might be more than they are accustomed to giving in similar circumstances of 
credit extension, they would reserve the right to limit you to 20 months, 18 
months, or whatever they felt was desirable from their point of view. 

Tou would have to make the down payment in the amount indicated, irrespective 
of apy other consideration. The first step is for you to decide whether you 
are in a position to make that down payment, whether you are committed to 
going on the tour, and whether you are willing to accept the finance charges 
as they have worked them out. Tou could put it on the basis that you would 
be relieved of obligation in the event that they did not give you a certain 
number of months, such as 16 months, 18 months, or whatever you suggest. You 
could easily figure from the enclosed data how much interest approximately 
would be charged and how much the monthly repayment on the principal of the 
loan would be if you are repaying in 16 or 18 months instead of 24. Tou might 
want to compare this to the Bank of America financing. 

We have only two or three vacancies left on the #2 Tour and we will have to 
close the enrollment before the 30th of this month even if those vacancies 
are not taken. We ought, therefore, to have your reply by return mall after 
you have studied the enclosed bulletin. If we hear from you quite promptly 
we would still be able to get matters processed in time to make sure of including 
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you in the tour. We hope that you will not let the matter of money discourage 
you but will get to work on it at once so that you can go along with us. It 
is true that a similar tour will be conducted next year, but during this 
current year we have had a general subsidy which makes the price lower by 
$200 than it was last year and than it will be next year. You will want to 
take this into consideration in deciding whether to go now or to wait until 
another year. We enclose an application blank which you should fill out and 
send back to us promptly with your decision concerning the financing plan. 

We would then have SAS send a form to you.

EXTENSIONS AT END OF TOUR # 1 


The following flights have been confirmed for you at the end of Tour #1. The following 
arrival in Helsinki on afternoon of July 10, is now proposed but not yet finally con¬ 
firmed; I will take care of your hotel reservations and overnight as a part of the tour 
expense. Hotel not yet confirmed. 

July 10 Leave Helsinki at 8:00 a.m., Finnish Airlines flight AY 853 tourist, arrive Paris 


2:30 p.m. I expect to be on the same flight although I am not confirmed for it 
while you are. The flight stops at Amsterdam, where I will take a plane to 
London and meet the incoming tour group which arrives there (#2 Tour) at 5:05 p.m. 
They can’t get out until 7:00 p.m., so I will give them dinner there. We arrive 
in Paris airport at 8:10 p.m. Further details later. 


July 10 through August 6 Standard itinerary for Tour #2, arrangements ending later after¬ 


noon, August 6..If Russia Tour group is still in Berlin, probable evening given 
to orientation with them. At any rate, additional night’s lodging in Berlin 
hotel. 


The following flights confirmed for you: August 7 - Leave Berlin at 6:40 a.m. Pan Ameri¬ 
can 191, arrive Hamburg 7:50 a.m., depart Hamburg 12:30 p.m. same day. Eagle Airlines 601, 
arrive Copenhagen 1:40 p.m. Prepaid hotel reserved 2 nights, August 7 and 8 in Copenhagen. 

August 9 Leave Copenhagen 10:10 a.m. SAS 45 ^ arrive Oslo 12:20 noon. 


OSLO, hotel arranged and prepaid for overnight August 9. Whereas hotels in 
Copenhagen require only breakfast to be taken and are inclusive of bed, break¬ 
fast, service, taxes, all Oslo hotels require one additinnal main meal of the 
day to be prepaid, on half pension basis. 


August 10 Day in Oslo 


Depart Oslo 7:05 p.m., August 10, Saturday, SAS 909, flight to Glasgow, arrival 
11:00 p.m., too late for flights or other connections to other points. Neces¬ 
sitates overnight in Glasgow. 

GLASGOW, hotel arranged opposite City Air Terminal, overnight one night, August 10, 
basis bed, breakfast, service, and taxes. 


August 11 through August 16 Your own arrangements. No hotels or other reservations made. 


Train or bus services can be booked in Glasgow after arrival there. Addresses 
for service will be given you. 


August 17 Return by full day train or by flight booked at your own expense, from London 
to Glasgow. 


Depart Glasgow 11:55 p.m.y SAS flight 909, tourist class, to New York 


August 18 Arrive New York International Airport 9:05 a.m. for connection to westbound 


United States’ flight. We earlier notified you regarding Trans American’s going 
out of business, so that we are not able to book you on any basis other than 
one-way westbound. Will discuss adjustment on this* 


All flights as indicated above have been confirmed and may be considered as final with 
exception of any possible adjustment which might be required on account of any changes 
in our program of exit from Russia. By leaving Helsinki the next morning, this gives 
us plenty of time for almost any change in schedule there, other than ultimate exit 
at another point. 
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The same Finn airflight I believe could be picked up from Copenhagen to Paris if we should 
happen tohave to come out at Copenhagen after all. 

Because the hotel situation is so tight and people actually do wander around for hours 
and hours looking for any kind of a place to stay overnight, we have booked hotels as 
indicated. These have been prepaid by us, together with the 5% increase on European 
fares which applies, in this case, only beyond the end of the group travel, namely from 
Hamburg on to Copenhagen, Oslo, and back down to the mainline at Glasgow. The total 
including certain booking fees we have had to pay to our representatives abroad for 
services in booking these hotels is $35. Mr. and Mrs. Dobbins have been informed of 
the schedule, as have some of the members of the tour group and we are attempting to book 
the Dobbinses over the same flights to such extent as they wish to follow your same 
itinerary. The above will enable you to complete your personal plans for the period 
indicated.

Dear Kirby: 

She enclosed memorandum is self-explanatory and ought to be of some help to you 
in shaping up your personal plans of what you are going to do after the main tours 
are over. We are really swamped here at this point. 

One item with regard to program, on which yew might be able to help if you have 
time to dash off a letter before you go. You could request that a reply be directed 
to you c/o the Imperial Hotel, Russell Square, London, Itagland, where we will be 
between June 1 and June 3, in order to allow a little more time for a reply. 

Last year we had a very fine session which was mentioned ih Allan Hunter's public 
letter, at the home of Philippe Vernier. Everyone enjoyed it and most felt that 
it was really an experience of walking in the Kingdom to hear something more of his 
philosophy and to worship with him there. A few of the people were terribly 
shocked to learn fiat he had Communists in his church and that he worked with the 
Communists and is a person who has allowed his name to be used in connection with 
certain publications put out by some kind of a peace council in Belgium which is 
composed of persons of all views, including Communists. Some of them could hardly 
get over this and one man even wrote some articles for his papers at home in which 
he mentioned Philippe Vernier and tried to he objective about this but still 
appeared to be shocked. I doubt that Philippe ever heard of this article from any 
source or ever will, but nevertheless the basic attitude indicated by this man's 
doing this, was probably apparent to Philippe even though at the time we did not 
think so. At that time he invited us to come back and was very much interested in 
our plans for this year. We wrote him quite a number of months ago and told him 
the basic outlines of our being in a few places rather than covering a lot of 
mileage. We invited him to Versailles. After hearing nothing for a long time, we 
got a letter from him saying that other people could do the job far better than he 
could and would be much more enjoyable to meet. He gave us the names of several 
people in the Paris area, none of whom is said to be pacifist although we will 
hope to contact as many of them as possible, for they do have other interesting 
aspects. 

The only light that Allan Hunter could shed on this was that he feared that Philippe 
had felt that he got too much of the "unAmerican activities tonsnittee treatment” and 
did not relish taking time to make a trip to Paris even when we were paying his 
railfare (an offer which still stands open) and otherwise getting it down to where 
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it wouldn't cost him anything except his time and energy. I was a little surprised 
at this and Allan's rejoinder was thatthis still seemed the most likely explanation 
to him in addition, of course, to a certain element of modesty. We were told 
by Allan that he wouldCwrite him and later Allan decided that he probably wouldn't 
do any good, and so he didn't write. His contact with Philippe was more recent 
than any that I knew of your having and so that's why I went to him first on it. 
Many of the people on the Tour will know who the European pacifist leaders are 
that we ought to see and if we omit Philippe Vernier, they are going to be disap¬ 
pointed. We dropped the mention of his name out of some of our later literature 
but some are still looking forward to seeing him. I believe that he would respond 
much more readily to your request, since he has already turned me down once. I 
could go back and tell him specifically that many people are going to be terribly 
disappointed, and that many of them are strong F.O.R. members, etc. Maybe this 
would bring him over, but I repeat that it won't bring him over nearly .as fast as 
if you tell him that you would share in that disappointment and that you would 
feel that this meeting with him would be valuable to the others and ask him if 
his way has opened now so that he would be more free to come down there. You 
will note from the program that our first couple of days are in the city and so 
I think that it is best to have him come out either Thursday, June 6, or Friday, 
June 7, if he can make that, otherwise perhaps on Saturday the 8th or Monday the 
10th. I doubt, however, that he would want to be away on Saturday or Monday be¬ 
cause that would be too close to his heavier weekend responsibilities in connect¬ 
ion with the church. His address is: 9 Rue H. Sculfort, Maubeuge, Nord, France. 

You would need to write him Airmail. If you feel this is a hot chestnut, of 
course you can let it go, hut by the time I heard about that, it would probably 
be too late for me to do anything about it and we would justhave to forget about 
him for this time. What do you think?

He enclose a copy of the telegram which we sent you the same day that we received W; sp¬ 
latter of May 21, 1957. Our telegram is self-explanatory, we trust, and wo fiuoi. uut 
you have by this time located the blue memo sheet which »s sent to you in February, ^ ^ 
along with a packet of other materials concerning the tour. When you come to a decision 
concerning cancelling out, you apparently overlooked this very important nemo explain- 
C thTproecdnre in the bent of cancellation. It is true that in the very early 
stages the only thing at stake is the personal efforts and the overhead costs of our 
office in servicing your registration, etc. If you have ever paid airy attention to 
details on published tour folders, however, you will note that aH tour ®J 1 ( 0 ?;^ fl Jjjj®. 
a statement on the back in regard to cancellations, stating that there will be a r ’'"‘ 1 
up to 60 days before the tour departure date. Those which explain it further bej ond 
that point, always indicate that after tills date refunds are subject to such out-of- 
pocket senses as nay have been incurred and as may prove unrefimdable. ^ reason 
that all of tlicm come up with the same date is that the airfares arc the biggest par 
of the tour expenses, plus the hotels, of course, and the airlines are all ^iibcrs of the 
same rule-making body and the hotels are mostly all m the same associations winch Iso 
make common rules. Their rides require either full payment or a full obligation as of 
GO days beforehand for all places which have been spoken for. They require these charges, 
or in other words, they'hold on to moneys paid to them even if they re-book the space, 
in many cases. I personally have seen this happen a number of times and have been in 
the position of having to pay for spaces for people who did not show up and then see 
those same spaces booked to other persons later. Hotels and airlines take the poif v 
of view that since they assume the full risk in the event that no one does come along, 
they are entitled to pocket this for their extra trouble and for the risk Whan 
do find a way to fill the space. We, ourselves, are not getting additional enrollments 
at the oresent time to take care of cancellations so that there is no way of substi- 
tuting other persons for those who want to cancell. Touwill note our,older statcu a 
period of fL weeks beforehaasLjsimply because of the fact that we are usingTSiropean air¬ 
lines" and European hotels where we have to have time to communicate. Because the tour 
prices are lower than commercial tours covering the same territory and offering the 
■iame *rade of hotels and meals, etc., we cannot afford cable charges which often run 
to $G for a simple night letter to Europe and must allow time for exchange or ordin¬ 
ary Airmail letters which takes approximately 2 weeks or more to Europe for complete 
exchange. 

Our telegram suggested your reconsideration in view of the fact that costs already

) $500 at this time. Tickets have been ordered, space has been set up, and *inal tickets 
V are in the process of being written. We have only today had the experience in connection 
with another tour of the hotel insisting that we pay for every passenger who was booked 
in spite of the fact that we had a few cancellations which were report to them more 
than 6 weeks in advance of the date of arrival of the rest of the persons in that group. 
While all of this is irrelevant to most of the members of the tour and takes sufficient 
space to spell it out in detail that it was not included in the memo, it certainly was 
summed up comprehensively and without any glossing over, in the statement °nthe memo 
sheet. We enclose another copy in the event that you have missplaced the firstcone, but 
your knowledge of some other details<fthe arrangements indicates that you had received 
this sheet and had noted some of the rest of the contents of it one time. 

I fully understand your desire to see England too, and yet this is not anything new to 
learn that England is not included on the second itinerary. Long before the blue sheet 
memo was sent out, ve sent out the other preview sheet listing the itineraries of both 
tours and it was indicated from the very beginning of these sheets that the second tJJJJ 
would not include England. Our telegram suggested to you that you consider the possibility 
of going ahead of the rest of the group for a few days. We would be glad to try to 
arrange this for you if we hear from you by an immediate telegram, and this does not 
involve any extra costs or any extra difficulties for you. You are of course not covered 
for hotels, meals, local sightseeing and transportation as the tour lee you pay already 
covers the some number of days in all as the #1 Tour covers, but merely having them in a 
different place and with certain program attractions such as the interview with and the 
days spent with Martin Niemoeller instead of the interviews in England. 

As pointed out, we would need to know in your wire exactly what date you wish to go to 
aigland and if you do not find it possible to go a little early for that purpose, we 
should also hear from you as to your decision about the basic Tour #2 in view of the 
factors which you apparently had overlooked at the time of wri J : ^ i ,J 0 , u ? < . r ® gardi ^ * 
quest for cancellation. We further pointed out that if you still find it impossible to 
so in spite of the fact that theredls no way to recover at this date the large sums 
mentioned and that your refund would be reduced try this amount, you should in your own 
interests clarify your position immediately by wire. The closer we get to the date, the 
greater the likelihood of the hotels which are involved toward the end of tae tour 
holding us to the contract, thus further reducing the amount which we can recover. 


This organisation is not a commercial concern and consequently has never made a profit 
from anyone. Actually, we couldn’t, to provide the accommodations and services we do 
for the low costs which are offered, as Aldan Hunter pointed out in his letter last 
year that he still didn’t sec how we could give so much for such a little cost, and yet 
the members of the tour last year paid considerably more than the tour costs uus year. 

The organization has not paid any salaries for any of the work performed and tor all of 
these reasons you can see that there is no basis on which, and no funds available irom 
any source with which to absorb losses from cancellations of tourmembers. Therefore, we 
have in this respect at least, to follow the same policy of the comnercial organizations, 
namely that after the money has been spent by us, any losses for later cancellations have 
to be home by the person who asked for the cancellation. We certainly hope that under 
these circumstances you will be able to find your way clear to going along on the tour 
this year as you had made excellent progress with your payments ami have it at least 
half or mom paid for. I should point out that there are many cases where on the strength 
of the supposition that people are going ahead and make the payments which are due, we 
protect them from losing out on the tour by going ahead and making payments ourselves to 
the hotels and airlines and obligating ourselves irrevocably to the expenses of various

One tragedy ©£ the modern Sunday is that* 
many people go to church without expectation* 
It simply does not occur to them! -thaCiomething 
miraculous may happen while they are in the

ing It I found on page 6l. an interesting parable of Communism 
and the crucifixion of Jesus.

We worship the cross, sing songs to it and we use it as an 
Emblem of Christ lenity. If we believe in the Power the crons, 
we must accept the power that used it. The pharisees built the 
cross and used the tactics of it to make the atonement by death 
for sin. (we do not need to worship the cross, but we must Worship 
jesus for He overcame the cross. The cross is a buraen not a Bless¬ 
ing ) If we accept the prophecy of Caiaphas In John.11--51*52. a 

TTOE then w%amalaooSpt Luke .3-2. I* Caiaphas- P™P^oy was 

true' he would of had to have the WORD OF GOD that was sent out to 
John the Baptist in the Wilderness. 

If you will read page 61. in your book then compare it with tne 
following, you can see the parable of Communism ana Christianity. 

The moral atmosphere of the day in which we live teaches us to 
believe that we are Justified in fighting evil with evil. ( s 
Not a teaching of Jesus.) 

It Is this idea which makes so unfavorable the struggle between 
Tpsma and Christianity. One of the valid arguments against Christ¬ 
ianity Is that its Leaders Justify the use of False Witness, deceit, 
trickery conspircy, violence ana MURDER to establish their doc 

of (Atonement by death) the works of Satan, The the' TRUTH 

destroy the TRUTH DOCTRINE OF JESUS. It is propheciea that tne TRUTH 
will be tramped in the ground, end this Abomination doctrine will 
oractise and prosper for some 1900 years.(Daniel. & —]2,lj.) ,e can 
readily quote^Caiaphas and Paul as saying whatever Is necessary 
the cause of this Atonement by death is right, and whatever stands 

in its way is wrong. 

Surly this le in direct opposition of the will of GOD, as reveal¬ 
ed in the TRUTH DOCTRINE OF JESUS and His way of not resisting the 
evil cross. So we do well to set our faces resolutely against the 
Christian doctrine of Paul, we cannot too plainly protray the Con¬ 
trast between the Christian strategy of Paul and the way of our 
LORD JESUS.

Communism and Christianity are founded by Leaders who both Just¬ 
ify Betrayal, False witness, Deceit, conspircy, violence and MURDER 
in their doctrine. They both believe good can be the fruit of evil. 

Yet Jesus said, "A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither 
can a corrupt tree bring forth Good fruit." We cannot fight evil 
with evil and be following JESUS. 

We have followed the doctrine of Paul for so long that we have it 
so deeply seated in our minds and Government that we do not recognize 
it, and use its doctrine without realizing it. But prophecy has WARNED 
us of the doctrine of Paul, and it prophecled this doctrine will 
deceive all Nations, Races, apd Languages until the TRUTH DOCTRINE 
of JESUS destroys this false doctrine in the time of the End.

Our purpose was to gain insight into the international situation; to become ac¬ 
quainted with some of the great and heroic Christians of our generation; and to help build bridges of 
ternational goodwill. There were eighteen of us in the first group, and twenty-seven in the second. 

II 

Margarethe Lachmund, one of the most influential Quakers in Europe, spoke to us of experiences with 
Hit] erism and with Communism in East Berlin. Her husband was sentenced by the Nazis to twenty-five 
years hard labor in a concentration camp, and for an extended period it was not known whether he was 
dead or alive. After years of privation and brutality he was set free in broken health. In charge of im¬ 
portant social work, Frau Lachmund put forth continuous efforts to obtain food and other necessities for 
the children under her care, and for years she has negotiated with totalitarian officials. Her frankness 
and fearlessness, her gentleness and serenity have won the respect and confidence of her opponents. 
Once only out of numerous negotiations did she fail to obtain the sustenance required for those under 
her care. She told us that always she proceeds with the conviction that in officials of totalitarianism 
also there is that of God, and related instances of kindliness and generosity at their hands. In this 
woman of God there is no fear and no ill-will. 

In all my life I have rarely matched the experience of listening to a panel of more valiant Christians 
than when we sat before Andre and Magda Trocme, Phillipe Vernier , Pastor Bose, and Michael Scott 0 

Andre Trocme is a former French pastor with a brilliant mind and rich experience who was confined 
in a concentration camp during World War II for aiding Jews and other refugees. After several weeks the 
officials found that he was exerting so much influence on the other prisoners that Laval personally order¬ 
ed his release, but he was soon driven into hiding and remained in the mountains for ten months. After 
the war he conducted a school at Le Chambon, and for seven years he has been secretary of the inter¬ 
national Fellowship of Reconciliation. Both Andre and Magda have studied in New York City. She gave 
us a vivid description of the difficulties and perils of operating an “underground rail way ’ 9 for persecuted 
Jews. It is perhaps a conservative estimate that a thousand lives were saved by their courageous en¬ 
deavors, They told us of their work of reconciliation between Arabs and French in Algeria. 

Ill 

It was a privilege of a lifetime to be with Hildegard Mayr of Vienna for four da ys at the Trocme center 
of Versailles. She is a devout Catholic, with saintly spirit, a keen mind, a doctor’s degree, and a rich 
experience. She lived under Nazism, and their home in Vienna was partly demolished by an American 
bomb a She spoke of the present privation and suffering of the people of Poland, and shared with us some 
of her experiences throughout Europe. Now an international secretary of the Fellowship of Reconcilia¬ 
tion, she moves quietly about the continent, talking with lowly people, bishops, priests, pastors, 
teachers — arranging conferences, addressing groups, reflecting light, radiating hope. 
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Long had I desired to know Phillipe Vernier, whose devotional writings had stirred me so deeply® Be¬ 
cause of strong Christian convictions he refused to accept French military service, and was imprisoned; 
and when released, sentenced again; serving twenty-four months of his time in solitary confinement* 
During those long weeks of silence, he frequently broke out in song: “I had wonder and joy® God was so 
near and real that I was sometimes almost over-powered®” The jailer once became annoyed by his singing 
and isolated him for eight days with no bed, only a stone bench, Concerning this period he exclaimed, 
“My happiness was like that of a rescued child’s, as if I was on an ocean all drowned, and then God’s 
arms underneath lifting me up!” He is now a pastor in northern France* By nature and conviction he is 
a reconciler, so he ministers to Communists and non-Communists alike. A guest in the Vernier home once 
whispered to a companion: “Here is the France I have been looking for.” And the reply came: “For me 
it is the Kingdom of Heaven!” In his final report a French prison official wrote concerning Vernier, “In¬ 
corrigibly Christian.” 

IV 

In England we spent a memorable evening with Muriel and Doris Lester, at Kingsley Hall, a social 
settlement which they founded some forty years ago. They left their home of wealth and privilege and 
merged their lives with the poor who lived in privation and squalor. A pioneer of the Hall thrilled us 
with an account of the early struggles for social justice, and spoke of her prison experience with 
George Lansbury in a successful effort to obtain more equitable assistance for the people of their 
borough. Muriel stirred our souls by talking intimately about great moments in her richly creative 
life, and by leading us in a period of vibrant worship. 

We were received by the Reverend Donald Soper, and heard him preach an inspiring sermon. He 
is a London cockney himself and is gifted with a keen sense of humor and with brilliant repartee, 
which he uses in outdoor meetings on Wednesday noons and Sunday afternoons in Hyde Park® All 
over England he speaks constantly about the meaning of Christianity in economic life, politics, and 
international affairs. 

Michael Scott came to the Trocme home while we were there, and talked with us about the grave 
crisis in South Africa, and related some of his experiences. We were vividly reminded that all over 
the world the colored races are pushing irresistibly upward to a status of justice and dignity® Michael 
Scott is one of the many heroes of the faith who are laying foundations for the new world of fellowship 
across all barriers® 

V 

We talked with numerous individuals about their experiences during the dreadful days of Adolf Hitler® 
Many of our sessions in Germany were held at Freundschaftsheim, an international peace center near 
Buckeburg, under the leadership of Pastor Mensching , who for many years served as pastor of an ancient 
Lutheran village church. With the rise of Nazism, he and his wife were in constant danger because of 
their outspoken opposition to it and their refusal to cry, “Heil Hitler!” A dramatic moment came when 
at a referendum they openly voted against the Hitler program, knowing that they might be thrown into a 
concentration camp® From his pulpit Pastor Mensching continued to challenge his people to remain 
loyal to their Christian convictions and stand firmly against hatred and violence and brutality® Time 
after time he befriended Jews and other refugees® It is a miracle of God that he remained free and able 
to continue his work of reconciliation® Different Nazi officials protected him, and once the Nazi mayor 
of his village risked his life for his friend. Long will we remember a Sunday service of worship when 
Pastor Mensching moved us to tears with his quiet story of men and women who had been spiritually 
transformed by fidelity to Christ in days of terrible persecution and awful suffering. With good reason, 
the Quakers nominated Pastor Mensching for the Nobel Peace Prize. 

In Versailles I renewed an old acquaintance with Henri Roser, a kindly and compassionate and dar¬ 
ing Christian who endured the ordeal of solitary confinement in prison, and who has kept his light burn¬ 
ing under armed occupation and oppression. As a pastor and church administrator, he is constantly 
bearing testimony to the transforming power of loving relations. Some years ago his wife wrote, “If 
you asked our children, ‘What does your father do?’ they would certainly reply, ‘Papa?’ ‘He is either 
traveling or else looking after drunkards.’ He has a marvelous gift for the ‘cure of souls.’ ” 
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VI 

As we listened to Propst Gruber , sometimes called the Dean of the churches of Berlin, we felt 
that he might have walked right out of the New Testament. In the terrible Dauchau concentration 
camp, where he was imprisoned for befriending persecuted Jews and standing resolutely against 
Nazism, a heart attack brought him near death, and his body was laid in a row of corpses for re¬ 
moval. A Communist inmate noticed that Gruber 9 s eyes were twitching, and at considerable per¬ 
sonal risk this man hid him under a bed in a barracks, and shared with him a pittance of food. On 
a different occasion another Communist saved his life. Intense and prolonged suffering has left no 
mark of hatred and hostility on the serene and smiling countenance of this man of reconciliation. 

In Germany one of our memorable experiences was listening to Rear-Admiral Ludwig Stummel tell 
of dramatic moments in his life as a naval officer under Hitler. Gradually he became aware of the 
true nature of Nazism and on several occasions flatly refused to obey .orders, even when warned that 
his sons would be taken by the state. AH his life he has b$en a devout Catholic, and in defiance of 
of a specific order, he continued to attend Holy Mass. It is almost incredible that he was not sent 
to a concentration camp. At the end of the war, he was imprisoned in England for a year. When tried 
as a war criminal, he was acquitted by an Allied court. His family was reduced to destitution and he 
supported them by making shoes. He has now become a convinced Christian pacifist. At th6 con¬ 
clusion of his second session with us, we sat silently in prayer, and suddenly in broken voice he 
prayed aloud in German. Then one of our number prayed in English. Surely God heard all our pray¬ 
ers, uttered and unexpressed. 

For four wonderful hours Martin Niemoller talked with us and answered questions. Eight years 
of his life were spent in Hitler s concentration camps, most of these lonely months in solitary con¬ 
finement. Outside his prison window was a gallows, and often he reflected upon the possibility of 
his own execution. Beginning as a renowned submarine commander in the First World War, he be¬ 
came the most formidable opponent of Nazism, and now has moved into the position of an ardent 
Christian pacifist. At luncheon we listened to his hilarious jokes, and marveled at the relaxation 
and serenity of one whose life has been crowded with perilous adventure and subjected to much 
anguish. At the conclusion of our second session with him, we joined in fervent prayer as he 
prayed in German. 


VII 

Other high points of the summer were: tea in the house of Commons as guests of Reginald Sorenson , 
Victor Yates , Emrys Hughes and several other members of Parliament; talking with Foreign Minister 
Gromyko at the American Embassy in Moscow on July Fourth; members of our party watching Khrushchev 
and Bulganin ride by in a huge Leningrad parade; in Geneva an interpretation by the Reverend Chen-Ku Wu 
of the situation in Formosa; seven hours on a chartered bus from Frankfurt to Buckeburg through the beauti¬ 
ful countryside of Germany; a visit to NATO and being told that, in the event of attack, NATO forces are 
ready to strike within an hour; our emotions when informed that in the event of a nuclear war 85% of Allied 
and Russian cities would be demolished and an unimaginable number of people killed; tea in the home of 
Countess Gontau-Biron in Paris and conversation with distinguished guests; visits to UNESCO, the United 
Nations and the World Council of Churches; an evaluation of the health of Protestant Churches in Europe 
by Edwin Bell; four glorious hours on a Lake Geneva boat; my tired feet after hours in museums and art 
galleries; standing in the ancient ghetto of Warsaw where half a million Jews were starved and massacred. 

An interpretation of the situation in the Soviet Union by Andre Phillip after his twenty-five hours of 
conversation with Khrushchev; sunrise high above the ocean; devastation and rubble all over Berlin after 
twelve years; a visit to a youth center in West Germany where friendly contacts are established between 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews, Communists and non-Communists; an interview with MetropoJitan Nicolai 
in Moscow; a July day on magnificent Mount Pilatus high above lovely Lake Lucern when alternately it 
rained and snowed and the sun shined; the longest meal I have ever consumed, as around the tables we 
listened for four hours to an array of Communist speakers in East Berlin. 
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Throughout the summer we were brought close to the awful problem of refugees and displaced persons, 
and were reminded that in this age of crisis 150 million people have been killed in war areas, and 150 mil¬ 
lions have been outrooted and driven from their homes. In a refugee camp it was pointed out that men and 
boys are housed separately from women and girls, and our attention was called to “the bridal suite ,? where 
for two nights a newly married couple may stay together. A honeymoon in a refugee camp is one aspect of 
the appalling tragedy of uprooted peoples. 

VIII 

In Russia we were impressed by the contrast revealed in museums of the displayed glory of the deposed 
Czars and nobles, and the historical exhibit of the suffering of Russian revolutionaries. Another contrast 
was that between modern skyscrapers, apartment houses, agricultural and industrial exhibts, beautiful sub¬ 
way stations, splendid museums, wonderful art galleries--and, on the other hand, the poverty of the masses 
and the limited supply and inferior quality of consumer goods,. 

We attended crowded services of worship in Baptist churches in Moscow and Leningrad, and were in¬ 
spired by magnificent congregational singing. At the conclusion of the service in Leningrad the entire con¬ 
gregation greeted us with a handkerchief salute, and pressed forward to shake hands and some kissed us on 
the cheek. Their eager faces revealed hunger for friendship with Christians of other lands —after two world 
wars, revolution, famine, and many years of totalitarian dictatorship. 

During the summer I have gained deeper insight into the significance of human fellowship, and have re¬ 
turned home with renewed faith in the power of the Christian gospel.

Dear Kirby and Almas 

Therks for your note and the report of your European 
trip. How exciting and rewarding — just to read about 
it. I wish I might go with you, but where would I 
find the $1600. And how do you do it? Your continued 
good health and energy are amazing. You are still a 
better man physically (indeed, in every way) than I 
am, despite our age differential. In any case, we are 
happy that you are still up to it and going strong. 

Our area seams to be retreating into a new conservatism 
not only on race but also on international affairs. 

This region, I think, is going to tupplant the mid -west 
as the center of Isolationism. The tradtional militarism 
of the South, plus the new industrial emphasis (textiles, 
and other items which enter into competition) is pro¬ 
ducing a swing away from free-trade i n the direction of 
isolationism, high tariffs, etc. It is awfully hard to 
get up any interest in a genuine Peace program. And 
folks are soared to death of the Russians,"and their new 
missiles. Did you notice that the day the Russians 
announced their new missile the New York Stock Market 
went up J That means increased government spending on 
amsments, etc.. All for what reason? since the new 
missile makes obsolete and futile any defense, all 
traditional defense plans and equipment. So we are all 
ready to destroy ourselves — and completely with a 
Siiean” bomb. 

Things are rather quiet with us, personally. The race 
issue still troubles us, and the Civil Rights fight is 
still being fought. We have again bdten denied any 
salary increases, at a time when nearly everyone else is 
getting raises, and when the eoonomic pinch begins to 
hurt. We are not forgiven. The new move is to demote me, 
remove lflar as head cf the department, and create a new 
combined department of philosophy and religion, with a 
new man to be brought in to head the new combined dept* 
But 30 and a f tar rather diajgent searoh, we have 

found ncfj^worth his salt, who will oome. Generally 











it seems things ara going from bad to worse in the 
matter of academic freedom on Southern campuses — 
Mississippi, Alabama, and here and elsewhere, the 
situation is deteriorating* It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to attract and keep good men. Low pay and 
the repressive climate of opinion in which we work ire 
driving our good men away. 

I hope the new Civil Eights Bill gets a good trial. 

It is Jjild enough so that the South oan live with it* 

Yet, if enforced, it could mean the vote for qualified 
Negroes. And with the vote for the Negroes, many things 
can happen. The chief gain is that Megores will have an 
increasing voice in our affairs, and the politicians will 
have to listen to thorn. The Investigating Commission 
could do some good work, prepare some useful "white 
papers" , and all in all produce a lot of change. The 
operation of -this bill whould also give us a lot of 
information and good experience to help in any future 
changes in the law. This law, I believe, is manageablej 
it can be enforced, I think. And I hope it will be. 

On the basis of bbr experience with this bill, we oan 
suggest possible improvements. 

We are in for seme dark days. Things may get worse 
before they get better. Yst X do believe that Time is 
on our side, especially if men of good will use the 
passing time to work out better answers. And if only 
the churches would and could lead instead of fearfully 
follow. 

Our kids go back to school today. 3.0 wo are off for 
another year. At Hie moment, wo are all well. Louise is 
radocorating the house, and I must paint the outside. 

I have some articles and book reviews to do, and material 
to get ready for fall classes. So we keep busy.

I imagine 
there is plenty of activity, much thinking, a few health problems, the first 
50 being the healthiest, and probably a few grandchildren to keep Alma 
busy in some of her spare time. 

At the moment we are very grandchildren conscious as our first two 
arrived this last winter and both have been with us this summer, one of 
tnem for the whole season. It surely makes life a ver / different sort 
of program to have them abound* We were specially interested to see how 
much the tvro children, 10 weeks apart in age, amused each other and helped 
satisfy the urge to have some one else around. We hear the t number 5 will 
be arriving in March of 58 . And so the generations march on and the world 
is faced with multiple population problems. 

I wonder if you saw the article telling about the problems that China 
is wrestling with and how they have had to change their program to trv to 
catbh up with the 12,000,000 new Chi ese they have every pear. I used to 
think that India had almost the number one problem with their 1,000,000 
new families every year, and that means a million more tons of grain 
every year, but 12 millions sort of loses the imagination on the fir q t 
jump. 


We had a meeting with Sherwood and Louise Eddy last spring. He says 
that the MD tells him that his heart is OK, but I see signs of a slight 
stroke some where along the line, a little slur in speech, a tendency to 
repeat.

As I indicated earlier we were eager to have you speek to 
our September monthly meeting in order to Lave a kind of preview for the 
Pall series in which you are now engaged* You have received the enthu¬ 
siastic response of many, many people and I think you will he qquaily 
interested in some constructive criticisms which have just come to me* 


The first question raised was that of building the hour ! s 
address on impressions of Russia around the personalities of the two 
representatives of Intourist. This would tend to make it easier for 
the critic of Russia to discount your impressions as being too condit¬ 
ioned by the government’s Official interpreters and in questioning your 
own judgment as being too naive in accepting the guidance of Intourist’s 
agents* Intourist, it is pointed out, is one of the government’s oldest 
agencies and contains the best trained personnel. They were doubtless 
equipjjed with a dossier on you which would inform them of what sights 
w oul d b e most 11 s e e— ab 1 e 11 for y o u an cl i n wh at order, .wJ i a t s ub j e c t s and 
opinions could best be considered with you —and their staff appoint¬ 
ment the result of their skill and ability in being convincing/at these points. 


The second point raised was in the specific use of the 
description of the more rerug,nant aspects of the Greek Orthodox com¬ 
munion service — and in contrasting this with the more acceptable 
(to Vladimir) Baptist service. That this repugnance was felt more by 
your guide than by yourself did not seem clear to this critic — and 
so seemed out of harmony with the traditional point of view of Fliends 
whi ch accept s i n good ":‘ai th all si nc er e r eli gi ous wo rshi p • A mo re spe¬ 
cific concern in this regard, however, arose in the realization that 
the ceremony you described is one which is currently practiced in the 
Russian Church afe Our Horne in Glendora and might therefore give offense 
t o .1 n emo * :rs of th -a t con gr e g a t i o n. Since our staff m on b e r, Di ma U1 i t i n, 
is a member of that Church, Kirby, you may want to make on occasion to 
talk with him about this matter. 


If these mat J ers had occurred to me while listening to you 
I would have brought them up. I did not feel that you were at all naive, 
that the use of the tvo interpr<;iters was but an effective frame for an 
ex cell en t s p e e ch— a f ram e w hi c h s u *; g e s t e d t h ■ r eal s I tu a t i o n f o r y ou r 
t r 1 p an d its i m p r e s s Ions, and I wa s not in ad e un easy by y ou r r«. f er e=: nc e t o 
t h e ch ur c h s e rv I c e s, a 11 h o ug* ale an n o w recognize t J i e p o s s i bill ty o f t h ei r 
offending members of the Orthodox Church. I have found myself profiting 
more and more since vour talk as I recall it.

Following my conversation with Alma last week I am writing to confirm the 
dates of October 12 and 13 for meetings at our church. We have set up a committee 
representing youth and adult groups, and hope to have a good representation for 
the two days. 

We are suggesting two meetings on Saturday and three on Sunday. We can 
begin at 10 o'clock on Saturday, and again at 1:30 or 2;00. It was felt unwise 
to hold a meeting on Saturday evening since this is almost certain to draw very 
few people. We want you to preach at both services, 9:00 and 11:00 a.m., on 
Sunday. We shall then have a simple Sunday dinner and continue at about 1:30 
or 2;00 p.m. High school and college youth will meat with you at 6 o'clock, and 
perhaps at 8;00 another adult group. 

This looks like a fairly heavy schedule, but I think you can handle it quite 

well, 

• 

Our thought for the meeting on Saturday is to appeal especially to our women 
and such organized adult classes as can send*delegates. Emphasis there should be 
on prayer and spiritual discipline with both personal and group disciplines in 
mind. 


Saturday afternoon will be somewhat the same personnel with an added number 
of young couples. In this session we want to include the Christian home and the 
training of children in spiritual disciplines directing it at parents and teen¬ 
agers . 


Sunday morning we suggest that you preach on the general theme, "Our Concern 
for Persons", which is the emphasis that our evangelism in the Conference is 
making this Fall. This will give you plenty of room to expand. 

Sunday afternoon we suggest some theme such as, "How Our Church Can Become 
A Redemptive Fellowship." We would want you to make use of the concept of a 
small group of John Wesley's Class Meetings, the principles of group dynamics, etc. 

Sunday at 6 o'clock with the youth we leave to your choice the question of 
emphasis. Likewise at the 8 o'clock group, which will be an adult glass of mature 
age. 


As you look this over, if it seems workable you might suggest the specific 
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titles for each of these meetings and send me a copy in time for our committee 
which will be meeting on Sunday, October 6". It will be a great joy to have you 
with us again.

He was offered 
a teaching fellowship by Drew Seminary which he will combine with 
the Church on Staten Island. He has not weakened in his pacificism 
nor found fault with the I.F.O.R. His error of judgment about his 
vocation cost us heavily in transporting him and his family to London 
and return, and of course in the set-back that we must now begin 
again at scratch to hunt for a new General Secretary.
